London, April 20.—Sebastopol has 
been evacuated by the Crimean gov- 
ernment, which is proceeding to 
Constantinople. The government of 
Sebastopol is now in the hands of 
the revolutionary committee. 

This announcement is made in a 
Russian wireless dispatch, which 
adds that after negotiations with 
the allied command, an agreement 
was reached for an eight days’ ar- 
mistice, expiring April 25.

CLAIMS OF ITALIANS 


President Seems to Be 
Taking the Side of the 
Jugo-Slavs — Italian 
Statesmen Refuse to 
Give Way, and Insist on 
the Fulfillment of Secret 
Treaty of London. 


Paris, April 20.—The Italian issue 
over the Adriatic has reached an 
acute stage, where a decision one 
way or the other cannot longer be 
deferred, and a decision either way 
is fraught with serious -conse- 
quences. 

Wilson Not Present. 

Failure again has met the efforts 
to smooth out the Italian and Jugo- 
Slav situation. Another meeting 
was held this morning, when Baron 
Sonnino, Italian foreign minister, 
and Premier Orlando again met Da- 
vid Lloyd-George, the British prime 
minister, and M. Clemenceau, the 
French premier. President Wilson 
did not attend the meeting. 

The Italian statesmen will meet 
with M. Clemenceau and Mr. Lloyd- 
George tomorrow, but President 
Wilson again will be absent. If any 
decision is reached at that time it 
will be necessary to submit it at 
still another meeting at which 
President Wilson will be present.

The Matin says: “This ai- 
liance has eglready been drawn in 
the form of a very brief text stipu- 
lating that the three powers will 
give each other mutual support if 
Germany attacks us again. The 
signature of the stipulation will oc- 
cur at the same time as the signing 
of the treaty.”

HOME COOKING 


By MRS. M. A. WILSON 
Queen Victorias Former Cuisiniere

“Simplicity and efficient living” 
is a splendid phrase. It brings to 
mind the home of the business man, 
whose moderate salary, because of 
the increased prices, still gives him 
a dainty, attractive breakfast, a 
nourishing and inexpensive lunch- 
eon for the mother and children 
and a nearty and wholesome meal 
at the close of the day. 

Simple living is refined in full 
detail; it means that the breakfast 
cloth, though it be but mercerized 
linen, is freshly laundered and spot- 
less, the napkin clean and the sil- 
ver, glass and chinaware spark- 
ling. Surely every household can 
have this. 

Learn to prepare as much as pos- 
sible of the morning meal while 
preparing the evening dinner. Pre- 
pare the fruit whether it be sliced 
oranges, grapefruit or baked ap- 
ples or stewed fruit. Then it is 
ready on its saucer to carry to the 
table. Thus valuable minutes are 
available for perhaps quicker serv- 
ice. 

If you intend serving cereal pre- 
pare it while dinner 
Place it in the fireless cooker and 
it will be piping hot and ready to 
serve when needed. Haye the ba- 
con or ham = sliced, the potatoes 
pared and cut just ready to put into 
the pan. Measure the coffee and 
then place in the pot and cover to 
keep airtight. Setthetable at night, 
too; it saves time in the morning. 

Use a large china bowl to send 
cereal to the table. Biscuits and 
muffin mixtures may be perpared 
the night before and then placed in 
the ice box; they are ready to bake 
the first think in the morning. 
Slice the bread and then trim the 


crusts and wrap it in a napkin for | 


toast. 

Begin the day right! have a good 
cup of coffee. To make good cof- 
fee the housewife must know that, 
over and above the quality, the 
mode of preparing coffee is equally 
important. First, purchase a good 
quality of coffee; cheap coffee lacks 
the strength and therefore a larger 
quantity is required to give the 
proper strength. Second, have the 
water absolutely fresh; water that 
has been standing in a tea kettle 
will have lost its natural gases and 
will make a flat, insipid cup of cof- 
fee. Third, use the exact measure- 
ments; one pound of high-grade 
coffee will make two and a half 
gallons, or approximately forty-five 
cups of coffee. Fourth, serve the 
coffee promptly; coffee left stand- 
ing in the pot soon loses its fra- 


grance. Coffee contains a fine vo- 
latile oil and this, together with the 
aroma, is soon lost after the boil- 
ing point is reached. 

Keep this fact in mind, that cof- 
fee is a dried bean and therefore 
it must be kept in an air-tight can 
if its goodness is to be retained.

They would rather see the public schools disintegrate, and the 
present and future welfare of the city endangered, than to tax 
themselves a few extra dollars per year. 

So determined are these men not to spend any more money on 
taxes that they are even willing to stoop to an attempt to discredit 
the sincerity of the teachers in their efforts in behalf of the schools 
and the children. 

Since the beginning of our campaign for better schools, some 
eight or ten months ago, we have received information from most 
of the leading cities in the United States in regard to school condi- 
tions, and we have learned that practically all of them have been 
waging, during the past year or two, a similar campaign to improve 
ned schools. In fact, the movement for better schools is nation- 
wide. 

In nearly every city the campaign was based on a higher tax 
rate, and the main issue was increased salaries for the teachers; 
although in practically every city heard from the salaries of the 
teachers and principals far exceeded those paid in Atlanta. 

We have heard from no city where the teachers have not received 
the. sympathy and co-operation of their fellow citizens in their 
attempt to uplift the schools. Men are, as a rule, unwilling to oppose, 
openly and publicly, a cause so worthy. 

The attitude of these opponents of the tax increase shows clearly 
that it is purely a question of dollars with them, and that the children 
and teachers can expect from them not even simple justice. 

We are including a report from the principal of Faith school, 
which has an enrollment of three hundred pupils. In few words 
an appalling picture is drawn of the almost hopeless conditions 
under which some of Atlanta's little ones are struggling to secure 
an education. 

Voters, read Mrs. Neil’s report, and then go out to Faith school 
and see with your own eyes that the picture has not been overdrawn.

BLACKBURN RAPS 
SCHOOL OPPONENTS 


Editor Constitution: 

There never has been a condition in the history of Atlanta 
fraught with so serious consequences as that which involves the 
care and equipment of our schools. 

In view of the utter vacancy in equipment and the shameful 
stinginess in providing for the pay of our teachers it is amazing 
that men like Judge George Hillyer, who have been honored by 
this people, and whose property values have grown great by 
reason of having been fed by the thrift and public spirit of others, 
should plant themselves as stumbling blocks in the way of the 
education of the promising young in whose hearts and heads lie 
the hope and the power of the future Atlanta. 

In a published statement, signed by Judge Hillyer as chairman 
and Mr. Gordon Mitchell as secretary of some conveniently named 
tax-payers’ league, a comparison is made between the salaries paid 
our teachers with those paid our policemen by the hour. 

If anything were needed to show that these gentlemen have a 
pitiably restricted grasp of the schools and their needs, it is 
furnished in a comparison that will place an educator with any 
class of workers whatsoever. 

Atlanta is proud of her police force, and thoughtful men realize 
that they are all too poorly paid—a statement in which neither 
Judge Hillyer nor Mr. Mitchell, of the tax-payers’ league, will 
probably concur—but our policemen are too intelligent and know 
too much of the dependency of their children on the great work 
of a school teacher, to be persuaded by a stupidity of estimate 
that would compare these great mind and character trainers with 
any other class of workers, 

Think of it! This imposing tax-payers’ league, composed of 
Judge Hillyer and Mr. Mitchell, and probably as many members 
as one might count on one go-round of the fingers, make the bold 
and bald statement that our teachers work only 5% hours per 
day, and then proceed to calculate their pay by the hour, as if 
they were being employed as so many ignorant gardeners or 
bricklayers. 

But the negro bricklayer who can’t write his name is getting 
more by the hour than these grammar school teachers who are 
preparing the children of Atlanta for higher citizenship. 

And the negro gardener who can’t write his name is making 
quite as much as some of these same teachers. 

How do you like that comparison, gentlemen? How does that 
thought stick in the mind and heart of chivalrous justice? 

These gentlemen are so stingy with their comparison that they 
actually deduct one-half hour for lunch from the time of the 
teacher.

little more than put a form book in the hands of a stenographer 
supplying only the names of the parties, and charge probably $25.0' 
for this contract that merely tracked some other person’s worked 
out thought and consumed less than an hour’s time in preparation. 

How do you like that comparison? A lawyer’s work by printe’ 
form at $25.00 an hour, and a teacher’s work in planting an ideo - 
in the head of a growing mind at 60 cents an hour! 

The trouble with Judge Hillyer and Mr. Mitchell is that the. 
have not been through the schools of Atlanta, probably, in twent; 
five years. They have not visited other cities to see by intelligent 
comparison what Atlanta needs. And without reflecting on their 
ability in other lines, it is evident they cannot go through ou 
schools today and write an intelligent survey of the system. 

This being true, they are not competent critics of the system 
or its needs. 

People who have educated their children under the old tax 
rate of $1.50, and who now object to the average citizen being 
accorded the advantage which they themselves enjoyed, are as 
so many leeches on the body politic. 

The people should compel all such surfeited greed to disgorge 
in behalf of the common weal.

SUPPLIED BY GERMANS 


Mexico City, April 20.—Manuel 
Cortez, aide to Pedro Gavay, chief 
lieutenant of Felix Diaz, following 
his capture in the fight which re- 
sulted in the death of General Au- 
reliano Blanquet, last week at Cha- 
vaxtla, state of Vera Cruz, made a 
statement today in the city of Vera 
Cruz in which he revealed the means 
employed by the followers of Diaz 
to secure explosives for blowing up 
trains between the capital and the 
gulf coast, 

According to a dispatch from a 
spectal correspondent sent to Vera 
Cruz by El Universal, Cortez declar- 
ed that the explosives and infernal 
machines had been sent in a round- 
about way to the rebel headquarters 
by a German firm in Mexico City 
which deals in hardware and min- 
ing machinery. Cortez also assert- 
ed, says the correspondent, that 
Diaz insurrectionaries had obtained 
more than twenty infernal machines 
and much ammunition from General 
Manuel Pelaez, rebel leader in the 
Tampci ooil region, who previously 
had received them from steamers— 
gun running filibusters which land- 
ed the machines along the gulf 
coast of the oil region. 

The correspondent quotes Cortez 
as saying that the Diaz agents at 
Havana were Dr. Vasquez Gomez 
and the former Diaz general, Man- 
uel Mondragon, and that plans had 
been made for a general assault on 
trains at a meeting of numerous 
rebal leaders at Chavaxtla prior to 
the battle which resulted in the 
death of General Bianquet and the 
capture of Cortez. The infernal ma- 
chines were proportioned among the 


'rebel chiefs at this meeting. 


Cortez’s reported assertions re- 


| garding the receipt of infernal ma- 


chines, arms and ammunition from 
Pelaez are interesting in view of 
the accusations published in Mex- 
ico City during the early stages 
of the oil controversy that various 
oil companies had supplied Pelaez 
with the essentials of warfare.

Anniversary of Two No-Hit Contests 
One of the most memorable dates 
in baseball was April 22, 1898, just 
twenty-one years ago tomorrow, 
when two no-hit games were pitched 
in the National league. Jay slurhes. 
of Baltimore, then in the National 
league circuit, blanked the Bostons, 
while Theodore Breitenstein, the 
once great twirler, turned the same 
trick on the Pirates on that great 
day. Breitenstein at that time wore 
a Cincinnati uniform. That was the 
second time in their history that the 
Buccaneers had been trounced with- 
out getting a hit. 

There have been sixty-one no-hit 
games played in the major leagues, 
a little over half in the National 
league, while the others are divided 
between the American association— 
not the present organization of that 
name, but the old major A. A.—the 
old Players’ league, and the Ameri- 
can league. J. Lee Richmond was, 
so far as the records show, the first 
major league pitcher to turn the no- 
hit trick. That was in 1880, when 
Richmond was on the pitching staff 
of the Worcester club, then in the 
National league. Twenty-seven 
Cleveland men faced Richmond in 
that game and were bowled over, 
Worcester winning the game, 1 to 0. 
Richmond gained the no-hit prior- 
ity, however, only by a matter ofa 
few davs, for less than a week later 
John M. Ward, fired with envy at 
the great feat of Richmond, did the 


| same thing for Providence, with Buf- 


falo in the role of victim. 

Old Cy Young was the first pitch- 
er in the American league to win 
a no-hit game in nine innings. That 
was in 1904, when Denton, in a Bos- 
ton uniform, shut out the Philadel- 
Phia Athletics. Addie Joss, the fa- 
mous Cleveland twirler who died in 
1913, was the hero of another great 
contest in October, 1908, when, with- 
in nine innings, he prevented a sin- 
gle man of the Chicago White Sox 
from reaching the initial bag.

RETAIL BUYING EXPANDING, 
BRADSTREET. 


Under the spur of Easter buying 
retail distributive trade has notice- 
ably expanded, this too despite rainy 
weather and bad roads all along 
the northern border, but especially 
is the spring wheat northwest. All 
sorts of wearing apparel, but espe- 
cially millinery, men’s and women's 
clothing, other furnishings and 
shoes note expansion. Additionally 
interesting and even more encour- 
aging, however, because of a back- 
wardness hitherto noted, are the ev!- 
dences of enlarged demand from 
jobbers and wholesalers for goods 
alike for immediate and for future 
delivery, textiles especially bulking 
large in this direction with a rather 
general stiffening of values all 
along this line. 

Print cloths, gray goods, sheet- 
ings, raw wool and some manufac- 
turers thereof have all risen slight- 
ly and there seems further growth 
of the idea that price maintenance 
or recovery is something more than 
a theory. Trade 


trade is, of course, better with a 
number of centers especially in the 
northwest reporting distribution 
equal to or better than a year ago. 
It might be pointed out, however, 
that comparisons of Easter trade 
this year and last are not exact be- 
cause that festival is three weeks 
later this year than last. 
Collections are just as good as 
ever, and failures run at only half 
the number of those of a year ago, 
the later a very small total. Crop 
reports are in th main good, ex- 
cellent indeed as to winter wheat, 
but inclement weather has slowed 
down farm work in the northwest, 
and spring wheat seeding ie de- 
layed, while oats seeding is also 
interfered with in big surplus areas. 
While destructive trade, pure and 
simple, has shown a great urge for- 
ward, industrb and particularly the 
great basic lines of iron and steel, 
coal and to a leser extent lumber 
fail to show improvement. In- 
deed, ‘iron and steel have gone back 
as the deadlock as to prices has 
continued, steel bars for automo- 
bile manufacturers and structural 
shopes for builders noting most ac- 
tivity. Mill operations are slower, 
50 to 70 per cent of capacity, in 
fact, an additional number of fur- 
naces are reported going out of 
blast and stocks of pig iron are 
large. In considering capacity 


figures, of course, it is well to re-| 


member that the country’s real ca- 
pacity is far greater now than four 
or five years ago. Talk of an open 
market for steel is still rife. Coal 
output is restricted and demand is 
slow, while coke is lower. Coal is 
no cheaper at retail at the east, 
however.

Income, if assessed against real and personal 
property alone, would amount to 45 cents 


on the hundred dollars, as the present as- | 


sesement of real and personal property is, in 
round figures, two hundred million dollars. 
Therefore, the 50 cents we are asking as 
& separate school tax is only 5 cents in- 
crease, so far as that is concerned, over 
what we are now getting, or about one 
hundred thousand dollars. The other one 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars derived 
from the state, etc., added to this makes an 
increase of two hundred and fifty thou- 
sand dollars over the present conceded in- 
come of nine hundred thousand dollars. 

With this added income the board of 
education can, if the people will authorize 
the same, issue bonds up to a million and 
a half dollars for improving the material 
needs of the schools and paying adequate 
salaries, 

These increases are necessary because 
the principals of schools do not receive as 
much today as they did forty years ago and 
grade teachers receive less than they did 
in 1915 and prior years, when prices were 
about 40 per cent of what they are now. 

The Taxpayers’ league insists that $55 per 
month is enough salary for a school teach- 
er. Will Mr. Gordon F. Mitchell, secretary 
of this league, say how much he pays his 
stenographer?

Washington, April 20.—Belief that 
Siberia will be the new Russia of 
the future and that from the influ- 
ence now being exerted by the Omsk 
anti-Bolshevik government will rise 
anew state was expressed by 
Charles W. Holman, a representa- 
tive of the food administration, in 
an address here tonight before a 
War Camp Community Service civic 
reform.

TN BERLIN RETURNS 


Newport News, Va., April 20.— 
(Special.)—Lieutenant Charles A. 
Grimes, of Ethel, Ind., the only of- 
ficer in all the allied armies who 
ever led armed troops into Berlin, 
arrived here today with the head- 
quarters staff of the 35th division 
on board the transport DeKalb. 
Lieutenant Grimes was secretary to 
Major General William M. Wright, 
commanding the 35th division, and 
his detail of three mess sergeants, 
six cooks and sixteen privates of 
the 137th, 138th and 140th infantry, 
have the: distinction of being the 
Only allied soldiers who ever ful- 
filled their promise to march into 
Berlin. 

He received orders March 16, 1919, 
to organize his detail of twenty-five 
men and proceed to Berlin, by way 
of Coblenz and Cologne, and report 
to Brigadier General Harris, in 
charge of American army headquar- 
ters in Berlin, for duty. The orders 
read that he should proceed with- 
out ammunition to the German cap- 
ital, and he was supposed to be dis- 
armed at Coblenz. The guard there, 
however, failed to relleve his men of 
their guns, and they went on. 

They reported as ordered, and it 
was then the German government 


protested, yermndiony, | the action of 
Lieutenant Grimes had violated the 
terms of the armistice. The matter 
was taken up with the war depart- 
ment direct by German authorities, 
and in a few days General Pershing 
himself started an _ investigation.
